EDITORIAL... 
Come On, Young People 


Who's been doing any thinking — or acting — about the 
annual town election? It’s next March, of course, but don’t 
fall into the error cf assuming that there’s plenty of time. 
We’ve seen, too often, an election go by default because think- 
ing people didn’t start thinking early enough. 


The most important position to be filled will be that of 
Selectman. Chairman Roy Hardy has publicly indicated a 
desire to retire after serving capably for a number of years 
as a town father, but his retirement is naturally contingent on 
the coming forward of a suitable replacement. Usually the 
announcement of a retirement brings forth an assorted lot 
of candidates, oftentimes so many that a lesser light sneaks 
in. What should be done — and it should be started now — 
would be for Andover’s responsible citizens to get together in 
an effort to choose an outstanding nominee. Then they should 
concentrate on working for him. An early announcement 
would very probably narrow the field down.

We're hoping that in this and in other positions more 
young people of exceptional ability will come forth. The part 
that young people play in our governmental and civic life at 
present is too small, much too small. Partly it is their own 
fault and partly the fault of the laissez-faire attitude that 
has such a strong hold here in Andover. It is an attitude 
that they can lick however, if they'd only get together, work 
together to make Andover a more progressive, a more for- 
ward-looking town. We'd like to see formed a Young People’s 
Civic League of some sort, a group that would be organized 
to promote the best interests of the town, a group that would 
be aggressive — militant if need be. 

The town’s future rests not in the hands of those who 
have ruled it in the past, but in the hands of our young people 
of today. Let’s make it a glorious future by starting now.

The birds studied in this course
